Stratham Parks and 
Recreation WILL have chaperones on the mountain to ensure a safe and successful program but 
participants will be skiing without constant adult supervision.

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CHAPERONES/VOLUNTEERS: This is a volunteer-based program and the Stratham Parks and 
Recreation Department IS IN NEED of CHAPERONES for the 2021 program. We are asking that 
chaperones commit to attending ALL five (5) weeks of the program.  It is not necessary that you ski or 
ride to be a chaperone but you must be at least 21 years old. All chaperones will be provided a FREE lift 
pass for the time they are chaperoning at the mountain. Please note due to the current pandemic the 
lodge will have limited space for those not skiing.  If you are interested please reach out to Cantrece 
Forest as soon as possible at cforest@strathamnh.gov. 
 
GROUP SIZE:  The Stratham Parks and Recreation Department is able to accommodate a maximum of 
150 students in the program.  Registrations accepted online on a first come first serve basis.

BONUS DAY:  Included with your program registration, the bonus day has become a traditional part 
of the Pats Peak Program.  Valid beginning on February 22, 2021 through the end of 2021 season, just 
bring your laminated lift tag to the ski school desk and trade it in for an ALL DAY/ALL LIFT ticket, 
weekends included.  Again, this season, students may bring their laminated tags to Pats Peak, Bretton 
Woods or Waterville Valley Resort. Details will be included in our program welcome letter sent out in 
December. 
 
SCHOLARSHIPS:   Pats Peak provides our program two complete scholarships that include lift ticket, 
lessons if elected and rentals if needed.   Scholarship information will be held in strict confidentiality.  
Please contact the Stratham Parks and Recreation Department for qualifying criteria.  Requests will be 
handled on a first come first serve basis.  We hope this helps those students who otherwise would not be 
able to participate in the program.
